intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his road- 


bed where there is a minimum of grade—he 
works along the lines of least resistance. 


The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it 


is tricked out with the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in 


facts. 
People read advertisements to find out 


what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts 


in the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
—blank talk, however clever, is only wasted 
space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid 


facts—you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corelli. You must not 
tolerate in your printed selling talk anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted 


to the sacrifice of clear explanations—write 
copy as you talk. Only be more brief. Publicity 
is costlier than conversation—ranging in price 
downward from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap 
but the most expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. 


Then you will be so busy "saying it" that you 
will not have time to bother about the gew- 
gaws of writing 
Afterwards take the type- 


written manuscript and cut out every word 
and every line that can be erased without omit- 
ting an important detail. What remains in the 
end is all that really counted in the beginning. 


Cultivate brevity and simplicity. " Savon 


Francais" may look smarter, but more people 
will understand " French Soap." Sir Isaac 
Newton's explanation of gravitation covers six 
pages, but the schoolboy's terse and homely 
•'What goes up must come down" clinches 
the whole thing in six words.

Mr. Lincoln was really in love \\ith a 
Miss Kdwards. who lived in the same 
house with his fiancee, and thnt t'u; 
fact accounts for his dejection, which 
•was then more pronounced than usual 
and also for the Ion;; delay in his nrir- 
riase to Miss Tcdd. So far as the 
writer is aware no other biographer 
mentions the alleged infatuation for 
Miss Kdwards. 


That Mr. Lincoln was to pome extent 


unhappy in his married life is a fart 
disputed by none. The degree of this 
unhappiness has probably been exag- 
gerated. Moreover, there have been so 
many slight inn references to Mrs. Lin- 
coln" that I feel like taking up the 
cudgels in h<>r behalf. That she had a 
temper is probably true. A temper is 
not necessarily a bad thing. Mr. Lin- 
coln himself had a pn.digious temper 
when it was aroused. So had Wash- 
ington. ?o has every man or woman 
that amounts to anything. 


But there is this much to be said for 


the wife of Abraham Lincoln. 
She 


loved him. as was shown by the fact 
that she m.'rned him despite his long 


! delay. 
While Ilerndon's story about 


1 the marriage night dereliction is prob- 


ably untrue, there was some kindred 
happening at about that time. 
'An- 


other thing that can be said in Mrs. 
Lincoln's behalf is that she showed 
enough discrimination to prefer Abra- 
ham Lincoln to Stephen A. Douglas. 
Under the circumstances this required 
true iusight into character. 
Douglas 


when he paid court to her was already 
a great man, which was not so ap- 
parent in Lincoln's case. Douglas was 
brilliant, polished and had a most 
winning manner, while Lincoln was 
more or less uncouth and shy in fem- 
inine society. 
Miss Todd was the 


daughter of a leading man of Kentuc- 
ky, and thus Douglas belonged to her 
own social class in those outward 
things which make up class distinc- 
tions, while Lincoln did not. Never- 
theless she chose Lincoln. She is en- 
titled to honor for both her vision and 
her heart.
